Our Migrant Workers 


The migrant workers who harvest Wis- 


consin's crops like cherries, cucumbers, 
•pples and sugar beets are vital to the 
state's agricultural economy. Yet these 
people, mostly of foreign birth and tongue, 
have never been treated very well In our 
state. 


In recent years, however, various state 


agencies, church and community groups 
have taken more interest into their plight, 
and conditions are gradually improving. 
But there are many roadblocks to progress 
in this area. 


Has f he Glamor Dimm 


Ever since his election in November of 


1960, President John F. Kennedy has been 
hailed as a master politician. His friends 
spoke glowingly of the ability, charm and 
astuteness that won for him both nomina- 
tion and election as an underdog. Even his 
enemies admitted dourly that the com- 
bination of his relatives and his personal 
machine was an efficient operation worthy 
of respect. Nobody has really been very 
enthused about running against President 
Kennedy in 1964. Articles have appeared 
in the national press and magazines laud- 
ing the Kennedy strength in the South, in 
liberal circles and among conservative 
Democrats as well. 


But somewhere along the line President 


Kennedy's magic has failed. His Demo- 
cratic Congress has been singularly unim- 
pressed by his legislative program. 


The most important bills which the 


President wanted passed by the 87th Con- 
gress were those liberalizing foreign trade 
regulations, tightening farm controls, wid- 
ening federal aid to public education and 
instituting a compulsory health program 
under social security. The trade bill passed 
but. it was strongly supported by both par- 
ties and by all but a few business and labor 
leaders around the country. The other 
three went down to definite defeat, appar- 
ently unexpected by the Kennedy Admin- 
istration. 


A farm bill with watered down clauses 


which really do no one much good will 
probably now be passed as a compromise. 
But aid to education and medicare in all 
likelihood cannot be resurrected until an- 
other year.

There were other measures which the 


President spoke of as important. His re- 
quest for a Department of Urban Affairs 
with cabinet status was defeated. Efforts 
to outlaw literacy tests as voting require- 
ments never got past the Senate. The re- 
quests for more civil defense funds and a 
fallout shelter program have little strong 
support. 


There seems to be a lack of liaison. 


Some suggest that Sam Rayburn had not 
really trained a successor. It may be that 
the endorsement of Teddy Kennedy for the 
Democratic nomination for Senator from 
Massachusetts over House Speaker John 
McCormack's nephew has cooled off the 
Speaker's enthusiasm. Some see less lead- 
ership in Mike Mansfield than Lyndon 
Johnson wielded in the Senate before he 
became Vice President. 


It is also possible that the bills tried to 


do too much too soon. The farm bill 
alarmed farmers who wanted the subsidies 
without the controls. Medicare was strongly 
opposed by medical men. The entire South 
was upset about the literacy tests. The old 
rural interests suspected hidden motives 
from urban leaders. The aid to education 
angered both private school enthusiasts 
because they were left out and re-aroused 
the old threat of federal control of schools. 
In fact all the bills seemed to put into the 
hands of the federal government controls 
which are traditionally local. 


Whatever the causes the President's 


influence in Congress has been anything 
but a political success. Maybe he won't 
be such a shoo-in for the presidency in 
1964 after all. 


Police and Speeding Cars 


Police are always held responsible for 


their actions in the use of firearms. Before 
they are sent out with a gun they are given 
extensive training in its proper use. 


Many p o l i c e m e n these days are 


equipped with another dangerous weapon 
—the automobile. Usually police cars are 
potentially the fastest cars on the streets 
or highways because it is often necessary 
for policemen to overtake fleeing criminals 
or suspects. The police chase is an exciting 
thing and appears almost daily in news 
reports. 


Commonly we hear that hoodlums have 


attained speeds of 100 to 120 miles per 
hour in their efforts to escape from police. 
Most cars and highways are not built for 
speeds above 100 miles an hour and there- 
fore such chases frequently result in 
crashes, severe property damage, injury to 
people and often death. Thus it becomes 
necessary for the ,police to use good judg- 
ment when engaging in a chase through 
heavily populated areas. Too often it is 
the innocent bystandVr who is injured. 
Then again it may be that the offender 
was wanted for a minor crime and being 
extremely young and adventurous decided 
to outrun the police. Most people will agree 


that death, due to a crash-up resulting from 
a police- chase is too severe a punishment 
for a traffic violation or perhaps even for 
the theft of a car. 


What are police to do with their fire- 


arms and high-powered cars when a suspect 
passes them up going at high speeds prob- 
ably attempting to escape from the law? 
Should they chase him, risking their own 
lives as well as those in the car and other 
persons who may be on the street or high- 
way? Very often the use of radio com- 
munication between police cars makes it 
possible to have the speeder stopped at a 
point farther on and thus taken into cus- 
tody without risking injury to anyone. In 
these days when photographs are being 
taken of military installations from points 
miles above the earth's surface, it should 
be possible to equip police cars with cam- 
eras which would readily photograph the 
speeding cars and thus get sufficient data 
to identify the culprits later with no danger 
to anyone. Furthermore, if such photog- 
raphy proved successful violators would 
have no reason for speeding away from 
police. The only loss would be the dis- 
appearance of the exciting police chase 
from the news columns. 


Extending the Bill of Rights 


The decision of the United States 


Supreme Court that a California law mak- 
ing it a crime to be a narcotics addict is 
unconstitutional is a major step toward a 
more intelligent point of view about drug 
addiction. However, it also expands the 
Court's interpretation of the application of 
the Fourteenth Amendment to the Bill of 
Rights. 


California's statute reads that "no per- 


gon shall use, or be under the influence of, 
or be addicted to the use of narcotics, 
except when administered by or under the 
direction of a person licensed by the state 
to prescribe or administer narcotics." The 
Court held, by a 6-2 decision, that any 
imprisonment or fine for breaking this law 
was "cruel or unusual punishment" and 
was therefore unconstitutional under the 
Eighth Amendment. 


The dissent, written by Justice Byron 


White, objected that the decision was a 
departure from the Court's "wise rule of 
not deciding constitutional questions ex- 
cept when necessary, and from its equally 
found practice of construing state statute*, 
whew pocrible, In a manner saving their 
constitutionality." 


Certainly tht Court'! decision re-empba- 


•few the taiiMMd nmitoA by UN Court 
tf tht police powers of the state. Under 


the leadership of the late Justice Jackson 
and Justice Frankfurter, the Court about 
ten years ago had tended to recognize state 
police power except regarding evasions of 
the First Amendment. But during the last 
decade the pendulum has swung the other 
way. Although Justice Frankfurter, now 
ill, did not vote in this case, it is likely that 
he would have been with the minority. 


As far as narcotics addiction is con- 


cerned we are glad to see the Court's more 
liberal and intelligent decision that such 
addiction is. in effect, an illness and not 
to be construed as a crime. Such a law as 
California's is also indication of the failure 
of the states to take responsibility, a failure 
we have noted before as a m«"jor source of 
increased federal power. However, in this 
case the state is only mirroring the attitude 
of the federal agency, the Bureau of Nar- 
cotics, in the matter. 


The decision may indicate a further 


invasion of state police power by extending 
the provisions of the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment to more of the Bill of Rights than has 
bt*n done in the past The key words in 
Justice White's dissent art "necessary" and 
"petHblt." The opinions of Court members

Re/dfive View 


And this proposition develops: 


Whan you are accustomed

nothing, any improvement, no 
mailer how humble, becomes in- 
creasingly important.

it appears, 
is the case with 


many migrants in camps here 
and in Door County. 


This reporter vlsitrd a half- 


dozen migrant ramps. Tn some 
we found living conditions to 
be fairly good considering the 
circumstances. In even- ramp

crowded. 
Typical, perhaps, is the one- 


room cabin with two beds, a 
small stove or hot plate for 
cooking, a table and several 
chairs. Its lighting consists of 
one electric bulb.

It may be the home and 
headquarters for three weeks or 
more for six to eight adults and 
children.

Oufs/c/e Pressure 


But increasing pressure 
has 


brought improvement. Much of 
il has come from the Governor's 
Commission on Human 
Rights 


and the State Committee on Mi- 
gratory Labor. Religious groups, 
notably the Catholic Church, (98 
per cent of the migrants are 
Catholici and countywide com- 
mittees and organizations have 
helped immeasurably. 


Their combined voices plus

The first step in this process is to aye IK all 


property subject to taxation within the tax dis- 
trict. Even- town, village and city, the haste 
units of local government, has its assessor, 
whose job it is to set a fair value on all the 
property in his district. It doesn't make too 
much difference if the assessed value of your 
property is higher or lower than what it would 
sell for as long as the anaessed value is in 
line with that of comparable property in your 
city, village or town. If you think it is out of line, 
you can protest to your board of review. 


When the assessor has completed accumulat- 


ing the values of all taxable property in his do- 
main, he adds up the individual values to get 
the total assessed value of the city, town or vil- 
lage. This is the figure on which taxes can ht 
levied M • specif*! lax rM» I* raw* th* imncy 
t« run tfce pn>gi mntrt.

By doubling the assessed valuation 
in the example, for instance, citv hall could 
cut the ta.\ rate in half and still raise the same 
amount of money. 


"Two Ways to Do It 


What if the city fathers need another $100,- 


000 to spend? They could get it by raising the 
tax rate about $1.43. Or, they could see to it that 
the assessed valuation was raised to $RO oon.ooo. 
Then each dollar on the rate would net $80.000 
and they could get the extra money without 
"raising the tax rate." 


That is a misnomer, made possible becmn* 


many people put more importance on the "rate" 
than it deserves. Without also considering the 
assessed valuation, the rate is meaningless One 
Outagamie County community a few years ago 
almost tripled its assessed valuation in order 
to be able to *ay that iU tax rate compared 
favorably with that of a neighboring community 
with which it wa* competing for school district 
territory. 


The taxpayer has a simple way to Hrter- 


min« if hi* taxes are higher. If he has to pay 
more than last year on the »ame property, the 
taxes went up. It's that easy. The dollars out of 
the pocket are what count — not the assessed 
value ol his property or the rate at which h« 
is charged. 


Now Com* Computations 


Up to now, thing* have been relatively sim- 


ple. Complications develop when taxes are levied 
against properties in more than one municipal- 
ity. This happens when the county levies taxef 
for iU own use and as a collection agency for 
the state, and in many school districts. 


Even if there was no inclination for poli- 


ticians to tinker with the figures, assessors art 
human and they look at property values through 
different eyes. One may assess a housa that 
would *ell for $10.000 at that figure. Another 
might *et the value at $9,000 or $11,000. How 
can a tax be levied fairly? 


It i* done through a process called rqualisa- 


tira. In Wisconsin, the state tax department, 
applying jpecific formulas (largely bas«d 0» 
•ales figure!*) tries to determine the true valu« 
of all taxable property. Thus, one "set of ayes" 
looks at all the property, in an attempt to 
eliminate the variations caused by assessors. 
differing standards and local political issues. 


The state tax department watches all proper- 


ty sales. And periodically (perhaps even,' seven 
or eight years> it comes into a county and. 
makes an intensive study of property values. 
Each fall the state tax department provides 
figures to the county board which *et the 
•qua)iitd value (sometimes called real or tru* 
valut^ for all taxable property in tvery mu- 
nicipality of the county. 


Each Unit's Port 


Tables are prepared which »how* the assessed 


value of each municipality and each unit'a 
ratio fpart of) the total county assewd value. 
Similar tables show each unit's equalized vaUi* 
and the. unit's ratio of the county eqnalired 
value.

Taxpayer's Shore 


In all cases where the tax is being levied 


against more than one municipality, each tax- 
payer's share is determined this 
\\ay: 


1. The ratio of the municipality's equalised 


value to the total equalized value of all units 
affected hy the ta\ determines the municipali- 
ty's share. The municipal clerk is told. 
"You 


must raise X number of dollars as your munici- 
pality's share of this 
tax." 


2. The figure becomes part of the total 


amount to be raised hy property taxes in the 
municipality. The governing body determines 
mathematically what rate it must charge per 
$1,000 of assessed valuation to raise the monev. 


S. When the taxpayer gets the hill, it will 


•perify the total amount of tax money he owes. 
It also shows what part of such tax dollar is 
for local government, schools, county and stat" 
taxes. 


Change in Values 


Wliat has all this got to do with re-as«p«;s- 


menf Well, despite all the efforts to distribute 
taxes fairly, the passage of time causes changes 
in values. Some areas deteiioratc. others he- 
come more valuable 
Inflation may cause the 


dollar value of property to go up faster than 
depreciation lowers it

To correct such inequities, « re-assessment 


is made. Experts come in and take » new look 
at all the property and try to determine its true 
worth. 


Inflation Underway 


Invariably, when inflation has been under- 


way since th* last such re-assessment, the as- 
sessed valuation goes up. In Combined Locks 
It nearly tripled. Some property owners will 
find their assessed value more than tripled from 
the last listing by the assessor. Some will find 
the new values less than tripled. This reflects 
correction inequities, the prime purpose for the 
re-assessment in the first place. 


It doesn't necessarily mean the taxes will 


go up. If the village raise* the same number of 
dollar* through property taxes as it did last 
•year, tome property owner* will find their tax 
bills lower, some higher. The distribution of tax 
nharfs will be more fair than It was previously 


The much-increased assessed valuation will 


not mean Combined Locks will pay more in 
county or slate taxes in tm The re-asses*- 
ment has nothing to do with the village's ratio 
to the entire county's equalized value. If that 
ratio fm* up. and or if the county and state 
w«H more dollars from property taxes than 
last year, than Combined Locks residents might 
havt to rlig (town a little deeper.

Park a Gem 


The park is a gem. It would have all the makings

ture and found that their young stock was eroding 
the soil and breaking down the shoreline. They plant- 
ed flowering shrubs along the waterfront, and with- 
in a short time people were stopping there to have 
picnics and relax. 


When U.S. 10 was being rebuilt in 1956. the Mel- 


lens made a mutual benefit pact with the construc- 
tion company. The park area 
was to be used to 


dump the fill, old concrete and mineral soil. 


In exchange, the construction company agreed to 


level off the area and fill it in. 


The Soil Conservation Service also contributed by 


carrying out projects on the home farm, "which more 
than doubled our production," and planned the park. 


Although the stone, mortar, concrete and other 


items all represent a considerable investment, the 
biggest outlay was for the drilling of the artesian 
well.

were built during the years that followed, "when we 
had spare time to work on it."

Original Title of 
Attic Production 


When William Inge was writing the Pulitzer 


comedy. "Picnic", which opened last night for a two- 
weekend run at the Lawrence Music-Drama Center 
under the auspices of Attic Theatre^ he called it 
"Front Porch", which was perhaps more accurate than 
his final title, since the audience never sees the picnic 
often referred to in the play. 


All the action takes place on a porch of a dowdy 


house and in the patch of backyard that separates it 
from a similar house. 


Considering how much of small-town American 


life is lived on porches and in yards surrounding 
homes, this would seem a commonplace setting for 
dramatic action. Oddly, however, it is a locale that is 
seldom used 


One of the first big successes to make a porch and 


yard scehe for its story was "Mrs. Wiggs of the CaU- 
bage Patch", about a homespun fixer-philosopher who 
lived in a tin-can strewn hovel on the wrong side of 
the tracks 


Two other plays with similar exterior settings and 


rowdily disreputable characters were "Tobacco Road" 
and "Suds in Your Kye". In the latter it was empty 
beer bottles that strewed the yard of a woman who 
was a prodigious gurrler. 


All of which points up the fact that American 


playwrights tend to keep their well-dressed people 
indoors and usually to portray in the outdoors people 
who are not loo well off and houses in need of a coat 
of paint. 


This is true of "Picnic", in which all the people are 


a litle shabby, except a rich young man who comes 
from across the tracks to this somewhat down-at-heel 
boarding-house yard to court a girl who lives there 


The exterior scene of "Picnic" is far from drab, 


however. It's clean and homev.

During their recent engagement at the Outagamie

despite their international fame they are pretty much 
down-to-earth men. 


The quartet which has made popular such songs as 


"Love Is a Many Splendored Thing,1' "It's No Sin," 
and "Three Coins in a Fountain," found time to visit 
with the fairgoers and sit down to a serious discus- 
sion about show business and the peo'ple who live it, 
professional football and the friendliness of the area 
citizenry. 


In their first visit to Northeastern Wisconsin all 


were impressed with the instant friendliness of the 
people in the area. 


Offered Lift 


"When we arrived at the airport (Austin Straubel 


Field) and asked the girl at the desk how we could 
get to Seymour, she volunteered to have her husband 
drive, us over here," Dave Mahoney, the tenor for the 
group said and added, "In the East no one is that 
friendly. In fact, the only place I've seen that matches 
the hospitality we've been given here would be in 
western Texas and in some of the South American 
countries." 


Sod Vaccaro. the baritone, joined in the discus- 


sion after being treated for a slipped disc by a Sey- 
mour doctor. (During their stay in Seymour, the group 
had a cottage on Loon Lake near Cecil and Vaccaro 
injured his back while rowing a boat.) Mahoney, Vac- 
caro and Lou Silvestri, the quartet bass, participated 
in the interview. The fourth member, Fred Diodati, 
was spending the day window-shopping in Shawano. 


In reflecting on the spectacular success the Four

he isn't accepted."

Dorothy Col- 
lins is a perfectionist, they say, who spent so much 
time adapting herself to the style of other vocalists 
that she never developed a style of her own. Eddie 
Fisher was given "the most perfect throat in the busi- 
ness' but can't "stay on key."

Mrs. Lynch, for the second summer, was the in- 


structor of the afternoon classes. During the morn- 
ings, she has been cooperating with Dr. Ralph Smith, 
head of the Oshkosh State College art department, 
in an experiment in art education at the college's nor- 
mal school. Some of the techniques incorporated in 
the OSC experiment became a part of the Bergstrom 
classes as well. 


The foundation of the experiment is the belief that 


all knowledge can be assimilated by any student as 
long as the fundamentals are couched in terms of his 
understanding. 


The Bergstrom classes had 40 pupils ranging In 


age from 6 to 14, about evenly divided between boys 
and girls. The 10-week summer program is one of 
three children's and two adults' courses conducted 
during the year. The summer course also is offered 
to adults. All media, except ceramics, are used in the 
classes.

1950s, this volume gives a pretty thorough cross 
section of his observations on a \vicle variety of public 
problems.

through them, the reader is likely to notice two things. 


One is that the author, now 90. personifies in one

In his late years he has watched the scientific revolu- 
tion bring civilization to the nuclear abyss. 


The other is that by now he has reached that de-

A novel about a family, this story also is about 


an era. 


The family is named Denison: it is comfortably 


wealthy, and it inhabits a milieu earlier in this cen- 
tury, exemplified by the houses with brownston* 
fronts in the upper 50s of New York's Manhattan. 


As a family, this tribe paid its chief allegiance to 


respectability, conservatism and the tight control of 
money. 


In particular, this story is about two women who 


were first cousins, and a man who married into the 
family, Derrick Hartley. 


One cousin was Geraldine. and in the old days she 


would have been described as the belle of the ball. 
The other was Ida. who had less sex appeal but moi« 
managerial sense, which was the family trait. 


Derrick fell in love with Geraldine. but lost her 


to a playboy. On the rebound he married Ida. And in 
his middle years he obtained a sort of vengeance on 
the disintegrating Geraldine by making her his mis- 
tress, strictly on a basis of cool convenience. 


Perhaps the final commentary on the family's fate 


is what happened to the children of Derrick and Ida. 
The daughter. Dorcas, married late and badly, after 
a divorce she made a second marriage with a climber 
in her father's firm. The son. Hugo, also married late 
and gave up the woman he had loved to wed a young 
birdbrain of the "right" connections. Through Ida's 
influence. 


Auchincloss displays a fine mastery of narrative 


and characterization, for he has * subtk mind and 
a deep feeling for psychological nuances. 


Perhaps for that reason, he w liable to lot* a 


hasty, casual reader who overlooks all tne implica- 
tions of the story. But a more careful reader will be 
rewarded in good measure.

Comping 
Water-Proofing 
Called Key to 
Weight of Tent

Why should a tent made of lighter fabric weigh 


more than a tent made from a heavier canvas? 


Sounds paradoxical, doesn't it. But some do. 
The answer is in the "water-proofing." We put 


the word in quotation marks since what really is 
meant is to add a water repellency to the tent. 


Two methods of making the tent more water re- 


pellent and mildew resistant are a "dry" method and 
a "wet" method. 


More expensive tents use the "dry" method since 


that adds less weight to the tent. Drills and twills 
often take the "iref method which may add as much 
as 50 per cent to the weight of the tent. Most of the 
others take the 38ry" treatment. 


Thus, a 7.68 ounce drill cloth may weigh per 


square yard more than a 10.10 ounce army duck. It 
also will seem much stiffer and the dye could rub 
off on your hands. The weight is determined by the 
number of ounces per square yard before treatment 


Dry "waterproofing" often is done with a rosin or 


silicone base while wet "waterproofing" is accom- 
plished with a wax or paraffin base, or oil treatment 
or clay fillers. The dry treatment is a chemical treat- 
ment by which individual strands of cloth are made 
water-repellent while the tiny air spaces between the 
threads are left open for ventilation. 


The finish is soft, flexible and can't crack, harden, 


peel or melt. Wet- finished fabrics will tend to wear 
off after several years and need re-treatment. Dry 
finishes remain for the life of the tent. They also 
make for a cooler tent since the tent cloth can 
"breathe" easier. 


One thing you should never do is to touch a wet 


spot from the inside of the tent. Touching the canvas 
may break the surface tension and cause that spot to 
lose its water repellency. 


Army duck is one of the best fabrics to use and 


also is among the most popular. It is more expensive 
than the drills and twill but takes much more abuse 
Duck is a tight, square-weave fabric with the normal 
weave being over one and under one Army duck uses 
multiple threads twisted to form one strand. 


Shelter tent duck is a double-weave fabric made 


with small threads and woven more tightly than the 
coarser army duck. It also is more expensive. Single 
fill duck uses single strands of thread and is about 
equal in quality to drill of the same weight. Single fill 
duck, often identified as S. F. Duck, or just duck, 
uses coarser yarns, may weigh more than army duck. 


Drill or twill have various names such as boat 


sail drill but the cloth is still drill. It is a medium 
weight cotton, woven with coarse yarns and tighter 
than singe fill duck. It has a diagonal weave pattern 
and a thread count of 100 to 130 threads per inch. 
It is good for small tents or larger tents which will not 
have rough usage. 


Palina cloth is used on many expensive tents be- 


cause it has great tensile strength, a .fine weave with 
a count of 160 threads and a weight of about T'I 
ounces per square yard. 


Poplin usually has a thread count of about 150 to 


160 and has fine ribs running across the material. Its 
weight is from 6 to 71,* ounces per square yard. It is 
good for tents not being subjected to extremes of 
wear.

Atlantic Cable Laid Century Ago 


The man most responsible for this story received medals and financial suc- 


cess for his most notable accomplishment, but honor on a stamp isn't included. 
He was Cyrus W. Field, the American promoter and capitalist who projected the 
idea of a telegraph cable across the Atlantic and sold others on the venture un- 
til it "became a fact. 


The cable route was from Newfoundland to Ireland. Starting at Trinity Bay 


(northeast coast of Newfoundland) they tried twice to lay the cable 1.950 miles 
to Valencia, Ireland—August, 1857 and June. 1858. On the third attempt— 
from July 7 to Aug. 5, 1858—they made it. The French stamp of 1960 shows a 
modern ship laying underwater cable (top centert. 


Eleven days after completion of the cable laying, President James Buchanan 


(lower left stamp) exchanged messages with Queen Victoria (lower right stamp 
—about the way she looked at that time) who at age 39 had already been Queen 
ol Great Britain and Ireland for 21 years. 


The centenary of that first successful cable was commemorated with a 


United States stamp (bottom center) in August. 1958.

There is no doubt that the smooth Dachshund, or 


at least the basic stock frorn which he sprang, is of

early authority on the breed would have it. THE

Egypt. Peru, Greece, Mexico and even China have 


turned up archeological remains depicting specimens 
of that type already established and popular Be that 
as it may. from at least the 16th Century on \ve have 
the Dachshund in recognized form being a companion, 
digging out badger and other vermin, trailing wound- 
ed elk and deer, and quite effectively makmp himself 
felt. They can also afford pleasant sport for their 
owner bird shooting and rabbit hunting. 


All types, as a breed, SHOULD be very stable as. 


Long Haired 


to temperament, sturdily independent and primly de- 
termined when aroused. They are very affectionate, 
but not cloyingly so, natural clowns and MJOW offs, 
very clean about themselves and—just whisper it- 
no little pig-headed! 


They became very popular in England soon after 


1840, serious snowing of a standardized type began 
about 1860. The important Dachshund Club came into 
being in 1881 in England, a German club a few years 
later. At first only a trickle, the breed came into the 


United States in numbers and began its climb to im- 
pressive popularity around the 1920s. 


Space is too brief here to name those early pioneer 


breeders and their Greats, but by their efforts and 
those adherents to follow, the breed became the pleas- 
ing type it is today. In Germany he was ever a work- 
ing fellow and much was demanded of him. in Eng- 
land somewhat less, and finally today, for him the 
circle is complete—he works little and demand? much! 


In the smooth variety, the weight runs up to 25 


pounds for dogs and 23 pounds for bitches. Popular 
familiarity is too great to need a description of this 
breed—poor fellow, so often greeted as the Wienei 
Dog! 


He may be any color but white, most commonlj 


red. ranging from clear red to red bnndlc. black and 
tan. some dapples and a rare liver or so. They shine 
like velvet, shed little and grooming i!> no chore. They 
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are akrt as guards, aggressive but not fanatic, not 
naturally barkers and the breed's two mam present 
problems are a distressing disintegration of tempera- 
ment stability and a breed back weakness that rivals 
the bugaboo of congenital hip displacia in some other 
breeds. 


Smooths also come in miniature. Weight runs from 


seven to ten pounds, and all other characteristic?, are 
the same as the standard type. 


By dint of some philandering among the early 


small Schnauzers and a peek into some Dandie Dm 
mont's boudoir, the Dachshund assembled a wirey 
coat and gradually standardized to an accepted type. 
Colors and size are similar to the smooth standard. 
There is also a miniature of this variety. We have 
recently taken up the Wire. Their beards and beetling 
brows are most intriguing and they tend to have a 
more firry and Terrier-like relation to their surround- 
ings. There is some assurance that the back condition 
is not so firmly established in this variety. 


In the very early Dachshund history, a long-haired 


variety was also developed through crosses with vari- 
ous of the small Spaniels. Type was gradually stand- 
ardized and today we have the very attractive Long 
Hair Here too color and size are the same as the 
other two varieties, and there are miniatures

MADISON — The State Historical Society of Wis- 


consin is searching for a team of horses. 


This is not unusual in a way. since the society has 


a wide collection of artifacts that ranges from Indian 
axes to the silver service of the Battleship, USS Wis- 
consin. 


Working horses, in evidence on farms and streets 


of Wisconsin so few years ago, have nearly become 
extinct, says Leslie II. Fishel Jr., director of the his- 
torical society. 


"It is hard to believe that work horses could have 


become so rare in such a short period of time," he 
said, "In 1867, the first year for which we have accur- 
ate figures, there were 206.000 horses and mules in 
Wisconsin. This figure rose to 748,000 by 1915. This 
was the peak of the horse population. 


"By 1952, the last actual census of horses, the num- 


ber had declined to 118,000," Fishel said. Since then 
the Wisconsin Department of .Agriculture has stop- 
ped counting, but in I960 it estimated there were only 
60,000 left with most of these ponies and riding hors- 
es." 


Work at Stonefield 


Fishel explained that the team (he society needs 


will not become historical curiosities, however. In- 
stead, they will be put to work at Stonefield, the so- 
ciety's Farm and Craft Museum and 1890 village re- 
production in Nelson Dewey State Park, just north of 
Cassville. 


A livery stable is waiting there for them as well as 


a 12-pasenger horse-drawn carry-all that was used 80 
years ago as a hotel bus. 


The team, which must be gentle, accustomed to 


people and capable of a full day's work, will be used to 
transport visitors to the historic site from the mu- 
seum, through a typical 19th Century covered bridge 
to the village square. There peaple can alight, tour 
the stores and shops of the village and later catch 
the bus back to the parking lot. 


Fishel said that nearly every artifact on display in 


the village WAS donated to the society, as was the 
money for construction of the buildings.

Sold in 1888 through a now-defunct brokerage firm, it's 
worth about $1,500,000 to the person who can prove right- 
ful ownership! 


Half that stately sum may be yours if you can help 


Bryant L. McCormack establish lux claim A 55-year-old 
railroad telegrapher and bachelor living in Arcadia, Mo., 
McCormack says the gilt-edged certificate was originally 
purchased by a relative named Dewitt Clinton McCor- 
mack in July. 1888. 


Trouble is that the records of the brokerage house. 


Blake Bros., seem to have been lost, including the con- 
firmation of sale on "Old 390." This is why McCormack 
is willing to split the treasure with anyone who can lo- 
cate the missing sales slip and thereby confirm his right 
to the windfall. 


Under the ancient legal principle called escheat, and 


various abandoned-property laws, such lost fortunes 
eventually may be taken over by state treasuries.

bank accounts, safe-deposit vaults, bonds, dividends. 
wages, income-tax refunds, insurance payments, and 
various other valuables his nephews and nieces seem- 
ingly have forgotten! 


Included are Government securities which have gone 


unredeemed since they were issued to finance such earh 
adventures in American history as the Louisiana Pur- 
chase and the War of 1812. 


More recently, citizens have failed to cash in about $35o 


million worth of U.S. Saving Bonds, and when New York 
State made a survey of 1.697 brokerage firms, 134 said the\ 
were holding thousands of dollars in dividends which the 


stockholders had neg- 
lected to claim. 


Of course, there al- 


ways have been suspi- 
cious souls who mis- 
trusted banks, prefer- 
ring to deposit then 
assets in such out-of- 
the-way places as mat- 
tresses, tea canisters. 
and shoe boxes—or who 
buried treasure in their 
back yards. And some 
of these troves have 
been forgotten as- the 
years passed. 


Just recently in Piea-- 


antville. Iowa, for in- 
stance, crocks contain- 
ing more than $1,000 in 
gold coins were acci- 
dentally discovered b\ a 
man hoeing his garden It 


turned out that the gold had been buried there and appar- 
ently forgotten by an eccentric who owned the properU 
about 75 years before. 


The theatrical world has a standing joke about Katha- 


rine Cornell's inability to recall just what bank main- 
tains her checking account, and Jimmy Durante also ha-. 
a reputation for forgetting to deposit checks he has re- 
ceived He drops them absent-mindedly around the house 
Urged by the bank to "clean house" one time, Jimrm 
found more than $20.000 which he had overlooked! 


Like Jimmy Durante, you, too, could possess a forgotten 


fortune. For as Montaigne, the 16th-century French wiiter 
observed: "Taking it all in all, it is more trouble to watch 
over money than to get it!"

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EOPLE in the neighborhood said later 
they heard a roar, felt a rush of air. 


Suddenly a cloud of black smoke hung 
in the air where a building once stood. 


Wreckers had been dismantling an old building 


southwest of Chicago's Loop to make room for a 
new shopping center. Without warning, the floors 
had collapsed. Of 29 workmen in the building, 15 
were injured when the three-story structure came 
craahing down on them. At least three men were 
trapped and perhaps still alive, waiting for fire- 
men to dig them out. 


My men went to work. I climbed through a 


narrow passage in the debris and after a 1%- 
hour struggle uncovered one man. His thighs 
were crushed under bricks and mortar, and all we 
could do was ease his pain before he died. 


It would be two days before we located the body 


of the second victim. But the third man, William 
McCoy, was another story, and an amazing one. 
We knew he had been working on the first floor 
and probably was now buried in the basement. 
But where should we begin digging? And how 
long did we have? 


Crawling under the basement floor, I began 


shouting through the floor beams, hoping McCoy, 
if he were alive, would hear. Suddenly my driver, 
Bill McDonough, nudged me. "I think I hear 
someone," he said. McDonough was right. A weak 
voice cried for help somewhere above ui in the 
maze of rubble. 


I shined my flashlight upward. "Yell when you 


see the light!" I shouted. A frightened voice an- 
swered—"Oh, Lord, help me! The pain is terrible. 
I can't take it long!" His words told us about 
where he was—and that we must hurry. 


Pacing oft* the distance to the nearest wall, we 


returned to ground level. I paced off the same ap- 
proximate distance there and told the rescuers: 
"Dig here. Our man's somewhere below."

UT "somewhere below" might not be good 
enough. We had more than a dozen feet of 


loosely packed brick, board, and concrete to dig 
through before we could uncover McCoy. The 
still-standing walls teetered above our heads, 
threatening to buckle at any moment. We couldn't 
utilize any heavy equipment that might dislodge 
them. We had to dig carefully by hand, chipping 
away like a master cutter at a precious diamond. 
Failing to dig directly down to McCoy might cost 
us hours. A matter of minutes in our uncovering 
him might make the mortal difference. 


McCoy probably didn't have much time. A 


heavy steel I beam lay across his left calf, pin-

ning him. Another steel beam had landed along 
his right side. It supported a sheet of metal floor- 
ing which had protected him from cascading 
debris. McCoy lay face down, unable to move, 
completely buried—and with time running out. 
And we had only a vague idea of where he was. 


Then I had an idea. A crowd of several thou- 


sand people, including McCoy's wife, had gath- 
ered to watch the rescue operation. I noticed 
newscaster Jim Hurlbut circulating along the 
fringe of the crowd. Using a battery-powered 
recorder, he was taping eyewitness accounts. 


I went up to Jim and said: "There's a man 


down there. We can hear his voice faintly, but we 
can't tell exactly where he's located." 


Jim's eyes lighted up. "Maybe we can drop a 


mike down to him and let him tell us," he said. 


The building's wreckage had fallen in a pile like 


matchsticks spilled from a box. It was jittery as 
a bowl of gelatin. But enough holes or breathing 
spaces existed so that small objects could be low- 
ered through the debris with some chance of get- 
ting below.

URLBUT'S recording unit contained a long 
extension cord. We got down on our bellies 


above where we thought McCoy was buried and, 
using this long cord, lowered the business end of 
the recorder, the microphone, through the debris. 
We were fishing for a human life. "McCoy, can 
you see the mike?" I shouted. 


"I can't see anything," McCoy's voice echoed 


dimly through the wreckage. "Won't you people 
ever get me out of here?" 


"We're trying, McCoy. We're trying!" 
We hauled the mike back up and lowered it 


again through the debris in another spot. Then 
we tried again, straining to hear. 


"I see the mike!" McCcy shouted. "It's only 


three feet in front of my head." His voice came 
loud and clear. Now we knew where he was! 


I stood up and motioned the rescue crew to 


move over. "We've been digging in the wrong 
place, boys. He's down here." 


Nineteen-and-a-half hours after being buried 


alive, William McCoy was lifted from the wreck- 
age. His leg, pinned all this time without circula- 
tion under a steel beam, had to be amputated be- 
low the knee, but he would survive. "I'm a lucky 
man," McCoy admitted as the ambulance drove 
him away. 


He w<u lucky, because the place we had found 


him was maybe a docen feet away from where 
we had originally started to dig. Not very far as 
distances go—perhaps just the distance between 
life and death. 


With more than a dozen feet of loosely packed brick, board;and concrete to move, Commissioner Quinn (in white helmet) and his fire fighters dig for McCoy.

They need not be loyal 


or kind (and, alas, they often 


are not). As a result, a list 


of the most interesting people 


I know includes persons I 


do not approve of, as well as 


some I am very fond of. 


MARIA CALLAS 
• In my opinion, Maria Callas is the greatest 
vocal artist of our century. But I also find her, 
as a woman, bereft of the human qualities that 
animate her on-stage. It'a as if she has given 
her total thought and energy to her art and has 
nothing left for day-to-day living. 


Last year, when it was reported she was losing 


her voice, I went to Greece to hear her sing 
"Medea." I went fearfully. But she sang like an 
angel—which she is not—and I gave reverent 
thanks. For although I am no longer her friend, 
I shudder to think what would happen if her 
voice were to go. Without it, she would have no 
existence at all. 


It was said she married Giovanni Battista 


Meneghini (20 years her senior and not at all 
attractive) because he was rich. But I am sure 
the real reason was that he promised to devote 
his life to her career. 


As it turned out, he commandeered her fi- 


nances and told her nothing of her affairs. 
During her marriage to him, she never had 
more than a few francs in her purse at a time. 
When they separated in 1959, she learned he 
had not even paid for jewelry he had given her. 


In worldly matters, Maria is like a child. Con- 


sider her last-moment refusals to appear at the 
great opera houses of Europe and America— 
or her temperamental exits before the final 
curtain. Certainly, her romantic friendship with 
Aristotle Onassis and their now-famous Medi- 
terranean cruise showed a complete lack of 
good public relations and discretion on her part. 


To remain friends with a woman like Maria 


Callas is impossible. But I also find it impossible 
not to be fascinated by her superhuman dedica- 
tion to her art. 


W. SOMERSET MAUGHAM 
• At the end of the 19th century, there was a 
young intern in a London hospital, William 
Maugham, who kept tempting himself with the 
idea of quitting the medical profession, going to 
Paris, and becoming a writer. 


This is usually a preface to a lackluster 


future, if not down-and-out failure. But the 
story of William Maugham has a different end- 
ing. He went on to become the famous W. Som- 
erset Maugham, author of 25 plays, 20 novels, 
and countless other works, which have earned 
him well over $4,000,000, set him up in a hand- 
some flat in Paris and an elegant villa on the 
Riviera, and won him the sobriquet, "The Grand 
Old Man of English Letters." 


I have known Willie Maugham for years. Un- 


questionably, he is one of the most compelling 
men I have ever met. I have spent countless 
evenings watching his sardonic eyes follow 
some man or woman around a room. And often, 
1 thought I've recognized that man or woman 
slightly disguised in a subsequent Maugham 
story. I've been stimulated by his observations 
•.bout people and places and the little dramas 
and comedies that are seen everywhere but 
which are especially abundant on the Riviera. 
I've also been challenged by Willie's excellent 
bridge and poker. 


As he and I grow older, however, I see him 


less and less. I no longer care for him very 
much. In his venerable years, he is neither hu- 
man nor kind. And when he put up for auction 
his fine collection of paintings instead of willing 
them to his daughter, it was the end so far as 
I was concerned. Since he had no need of the 
money, it showed he had no feeling for his child. 


It may be that Willie became so preoccupied 


with his literary dissections that he killed his 
capacity for friendship and compassion. 


But even as I write these words, I can imagine 


the wry smile that would twist Willie's mouth 
were he reading over my shoulder. 


People I Know 
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CLARE BOOTHE LUCE 
• I admire Clare Boothe Luce, for many reasons. 
She has written Broadway hits. She has served 
in Congress. She was successful as our ambas- 
sador to Italy—after many "experts" stated 
flatly that no woman could ever succeed as a 
diplomat in a male-dominated Latin country. 


But there also is a less well-known reason 


why I rank Clare high on my list. I will never 
forget the way she rallied her forces after her 
daughter Ann was killed in an automobile acci- 
dent. For in addition to her grief at losing her 
only child, she suffered remorse over the fact 
that she and Ann had come to enjoy a close 
relationship only a pitiful few years before the 
girl's death. Until then, Clare had been so busy 
earning a living and following her intellectual 
interests that they had had little opportunity 
to know each other. 


"Ann's death will be the end of Clare." many 


friends said. 


It was the end of the old Clare. But today, 


at 59, she is a more beautiful and brilliant wom- 
an than ever before. There is a difference, how- 
ever. She now has a warm faith in the world and 
her fellow men. Her new outlook came with her 
conversion to Catholicism. 


Often, when I haven't seen Clare for months, 


I'll get a telegram that will read: "Hear you 
have been ill. Take care. We need you very much" 
or "All the joys of the Easter season to you, 
dear friend." 


I find it fun—and heartening, too—to receive 


such thoughtful, loving messages from one who 
is supposed to be a hardheaded intellectual. 
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COLE PORTER 
• If you fell in love during the last three or four 
decades, Cole Porter probably contributed in 
some measure to your emotion. Cole's songs— 
like "Night and Day," "I Get a Kick Out of 
You," and "What Is This Thing Called Love?" 
—were made for lovers. 


Cole and I have been friends for more than 


40 years. Stilt, when anyone speaks of him. my 
heart gives a little jump. To me, he was the 
mainspring of Paris glamour in the '20s. 


Everything that was amusing took place at 


the Porters. His wife Linda was so beautiful 
that Cole never looked at anybody else. But, at 
their house, no one ever was bored. There the 
new dance steps either went into limbo or be- 
came a vogue. Games which are still being 
played were invented there, for Cole has the 
liveliest imagination of anyone I've known. 


In those days, I was much more social than 


Cole. He didn't care enough for parties to risk 
the bores among the guests. He would wait for 
me outside the house or hotel where I was being 
entertained, and as soon as I could decently 
escape, I would join him for a tour of the town. 
Few people knew Paris as we did. Instead of 
going where it was fashionable to go, we visited 
places that amused and interested us. 


All the love and gaiety Cole and Linda Porter 


knew and spread around them were too good to 
last In 1937 Cole waa riding on a friend's estate 
when a horse stumbled and fell on him. Both his 
legs were broken. He was operated on 20 times 
or more. Off and on for years, his legs were in 
painful casts. When he was composing the 
music for "Du Barry Was a Lady," his piano 
was raised on blocks so that he, his wheel chair, 
and his casts could fit under it. 


Through it all. Cole managed to be Cole. But 


in 1954 Linda died; and with her gone he loved 
life less. When his right leg was amputated in 
1958. his love of life diminished still more. 


I keep hoping that one day enough spirit will 


return for Cole to prove he still can write the 
greatest lyrics and melodies of them all. For 
anyone else, this would be a foolish dream. But 
with my dear Cole Porter, it could happen. 


QUEEN FREDERIKA 
• One of my favorite people is Queen Frederika 
of Greece—and it's not because I'm a snob or a 
name dropper and she is a queen. The reason 
is that Freddy, as she's known to her friends 
and relatives, is the "genuine article" both as a 
woman and as a queen. 


Gen. James A. Van Fleet told me thai the 


Communist* surely would have taken over 
Greece after World War II if it had not been 
for Fredenka. Accompanied by only one servant, 
she went into the hills countless times and 
talked to the wives of the miners and farmers. 
Her discussions of communism alerted them to 
its dangers. Her ardent patriotism shamed them. 
And their devotion was won by her considerable 
bravery—lor they knew she risked being killed 
at this time. 


Frederika is so wonderfully alive, so vivid, 


and so democratic it would be impossible for her 
to subscribe to any archaic concept of royal 
conduct. Somehow, without losing one whit of 
dignity, she manages to be exceedingly frank 
about almost everything. 


For instance, she told me about her unpleas- 


ant experience with Farouk when she was on an 
official visit to Egypt. While a ball was in prog- 
ress, he led her to a private balcony and tried 
to take her into his arms. His desire, if not his 
conduct, was understandable; the Queen is very 
lovely with her blue eyes, her dimples, and her 
young and symmetrical five-foot, three-inch fig- 
ure. Farouk turned out to be less a fool than I 
have always thought him, however. He knew 
she meant it when she said: "Release me at 
once before I scream the palace down!" He let 
go of her immediately.

I I have known the President and Mrs. 


Kennedy for a long time. When Jacque- 
line was awaiting Caroline, she uaed to 
spend an occasional afternoon with me 
at my New York apartment She and her 
husband have attended my parties. 


I have always been intrigued by the 


quiet understanding between them. Un- 
like many wives, Jackie even give* evi- 
dence of having understanding of Jack's 
great attraction for women—an attrac- 
tion which springs from his electric 
vitality, delightful humor, and almost 
courtly manners. 


During the Presidential campaign, I 


urged Jackie to do something about her 
husband's hair—to use bobby pins, if 
necessary, to keep it down. I told her he 
must not look so young. 


I mutt admit that, although I never 


doubted his brilliance, t did have misgiv- 
ings about his youth. But either I under- 
estimated John F. Kennedy or he learned 
fast.

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Why do the Russians smile at us one day and snarl the next? A psychiatrist

believes it's not a matter of whim, but a deliberate attempt to unnerve us 


O 


NE MONTH, Nikita Khrushchev is hurling threats 
of atomic annihilation at us. The next month, he 


is cooing cozily about peaceful coexistence. 


It simply does not make sense. Or does it? 
I think it does. I believe the seemingly erratic movements of 


Soviet diplomacy may not be erratic at all. Instead, they seem to 
be carefully planned to create neurosis on a global scale. 


Over the years, I have gathered and analyzed records of hun- 


dreds of such twists and turns, and it becomes more and more 
obvious that there is an underlying timing for each. 


A problem is raised; and at first the Russians seem to want a 


peaceful settlement. But when a solution seems near, they lose 
interest and raise new objections which make a settlement of the 
problem impossible. 


For instance, throughout 1961 the Russians insisted that we 


and they discuss banning nuclear weapons in conjunction with our 
talks on total disarmament. Although we preferred another course, 
we finally agreed-—whereupon they reversed themselves, asserting 
that our acceptance was a capitalistic trick and that they would 
no longer agree with their own proposal. 


This zigzag technique in diplomacy parallels the methods used 


by the Red Chinese in brainwashing American prisoners during 
the Korean War. 


In his book, "Battle for the Mind," William Sargant describes 


how brainwashers subject a victim to alternating positive and 
negative attitudes. For a time, the victim is treated in a friendly 
manner—and then, for no apparent reason, he becomes an object 
of utmost disdain. As the process continues, he grows progres- 
sively more and more bewildered. Finally, he will grasp at the 
slightest promise of relief. In this condition, he is likely to fall 
for any type of indoctrination. 


Although the Red Chinese are the most notorious practitioner* 


of brainwashing, the foundations for it were laid by a Russian 
doctor and physiologist, Ivan Petrovich Pavlov (1849-1936). In 
1904, he won the Nobel Prize for physiology and medicine. During 
later studies, he discovered how to alter the attitudes and be- 
havior of laboratory animals to the point of producing nervous 
disorders in them. 


When the Communists came to power in 1917, Nikolai Lenin 


thought so highly of Pavlov's talents that he awarded the scien- 
tist double rations, a country house, an expanded laboratory, and 
the perpetual use of an apartment. 


Lenin hoped to apply Pavlov's psychological techniques to alter 


the attitudes and behavior of humans. Since then. Pavlov's prin- 
ciples have been used extensively in Russian child training and 
in the Soviet brand of psychiatry. 
B 


y CONTRAST, the Western world has failed to grasp the deep 


significance of Pavlov's theories. In consequence, we do not 


understand what may be happening to us. Instead of responding 
rationally, we often react compulsively to Soviet propaganda. 


Why should this be? Students of Pavlov advance the theory 


that a person who is bewildered in attempting to deal with a 
situation will accept any strong suggestion without question. 


Before the first Sputnik, moat Americans were convinced of our 


superiority over the Russians. But when the Russian space vehicle 
roared into orbit and ours remained grounded, it confused and 
shocked us. Their success suggested strongly that we had been 
wrong. Our self-confidence changed swiftly to self-doubt and 
anxiety, and we have never entirely recovered. 


To a psychiatrist, this persistent feeling of apprehension is a 


symptom of the sickness called p»ychoneurosis. 


A variety of techniques will produce this neurosis in an experi- 


mental animal. But all of them involve presenting a succession 
of alternating positive and negative signals calling for opposite 
responses. The more difficult it becomes to distinguish between

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the signals, the more disturbing the routine is likely to be. 


In my own investigations, I used hog* as subjects. On one day, 


the interruption of a continuous tone signified that the animals 
would be fed. On alternate days, the same interruption signaled 
that they would receive a light but unpleasant electrical shock. 
After several months of this alternation, two of the three animals 
used in the study developed neuroses. 


In men as well as in animals, such reflex behavior develop* 


almost without the victim being aware of it. A pedestrian jump* 
at the warning sound of an auto horn before he considers its 
meaning. He has become conditioned. 


WITH the possibility that the Russians are using this 


technique to brainwash us. can we save ourselves? 


Remedial measures are akin to lifting ourselves by our own 


bootstraps. The first step is to comprehend the mechanism: the 
alternating current of sweet talk and threat*. 


A French physician who survived three years of brainwashing 


in a Chinese prison said: "You are exhausted, and you are an- 
nihilated. You can't distinguish right from left You just wonder 
when you will be shot — and begin to hope for the end. Finally, 
you do whatever they want " 


Three conditions, if maintained long enough, are expected to 


create an experimental neurosis in a human being 


1. A rotttiMMottfi state of unpleasant anticipation. 
2. Lack of means to combat the situation. 
3. Mounting anxiety under inescapable pressure. 
Ask yourself: Do you dread the next Soviet threat? Do you 


have doubt* about our ability to fight back? Do you feel we can 
only sit and wait for the inevitable? 


If you have these feelings, reach fast for your bootstraps! 
The primitive medicine man controlled his subjects only a* 


long as they failed to see through his "magic." Likewise, once 
we view the Soviet smile-and-snarl as a kind of "medicine," w* 
can judge it realistically and refuse to be stampeded. 


Knowledge is power. In psychotherapy, it is a fact that if a 


person learns what is wrong and can understand what threatens 
him. he will make an effort to protect himself. 


I believe that an understanding of Pavlov's principles is a key 


to our national self-defense. But this is merely a first step. We 
need morr knowledge. 1 suggest three steps. 


1. Read more about the threat itself. 
2. Dig behind the crisis headlines. 
3. Set your sights on an ultimate goal and don't be distracted or 


diverted from attaining it. 
D 


IGGING behind the daily headline*, you will discover that 


Kremlin leaders are possibly more dilemma-ridden than we 


are. After 40 years, their rate of growth is still inferior to that 
which "dying capitalism" has provided for Japan, France, and 
West Germany. Soviet agriculture has never fed its people ade- 
quately, while ours produces surpluses. 


You will also see through the myth of Soviet "solidarity." Long 


ago, Yugoslavia rejected Khrushchev's leadership. In Africa, 
Southeast Asia, and Cuba. Red China is openly competing with 
Russia for supremacy. Even in Ru«*ia itoelf, the Communist party 
seems to be deeply divided. 


Most of us want to live peacefully in a community of nation*. 


If you subscribe to this goal and arm yourself with the fact*, 
your thinking and your action* can a**ume a realistic direction. 
You will have an objective which will prevent the undermining of 
your courage, wisdom, and faith. 


When the chips were down, astronaut* John Glenn and Scott 


Carpenter were able to survive both the nerve-racking po*tpone- 
ments and the emergencies that threatened their earth orbit*. 


They had the fact*. They knew their objective. Their faith held. 
Most of us can be equally »trong in our own way. A* long a* we 


live, Soviet smile* probably will alternate with »narl*. threat*, and 
shoe-pounding. But if we recognise then* gesture* for what they 
are. we will not panic. We will be resolute in working toward our 


world where men can live in peace and freedom.

member of the British Common- 
wealth after 307 years of British 
rule.

The hour was midnight, and all 


lights were switched off in {he 
stadium as the last strains of the 
anthem echoed. 


The princess seemed to sense 


the feelings of her fello.v country- 
men. When the massed bands be- 
gan playing, she arose and slowly 
moved over to her husband. Lord 
Snowdon. who was standing on the 
platform several chairs away. She 
Stared straight ahead. 


This is a national holiday and no 


work is being done, but Tutjday 
the 50-member Parliament meets 
for the first time to begin the 
work of an independent nation. 


Johnson, who was accompanied 


here by his wife, told cheering 
Jamaicans Sunday afternoon Pres- 
ident Kennedy had sent him "be- 
cause of friendship which will 
p:n..v and prosper with your inde- 
pendence." Earler he announced 
a $75,000 U.S. government scholar- 
ship fund had been set up for 
Jamaican students.
